slick-looking bird-feeder I bought 
in Memphis a couple of years ago 
and 
installed in my backyard — 


and which promptly handed me the 
problem of how to attract cardinals 
and other high-society birds with- 
out being stomped 
to death 
by 


'^parrows. All 
I can say is that 


since the 
disappearance 
of the 


horse the sparrow has become 
a 


desperate character, and if you're 
figuring on segregating him out of 
a feeding station you are going to 
have 
to 
come 
up with more 


scientific information 
than this 


writer has been able to latch oh 
to. 


One of the legends has it that 


sunflower seed is much liked by 
f 


rdinals and is too big for 
a 


. arrow to eat. But the laboratory 
report from my backyard 
says 


this is one legend that is not for 
the birds. The sparrows 
simply 


scratch the feeder dry, throwing 
the sunflower seed to the ground 
where they can tear the seed into 
small pieces at leisure and 
in 


safety. 


The occasion for this 
peculiar 


operation is that 
the 
cardinal, 


doesn't like 
sparrows any more 


*rtan a bird-watcher does and runs 
them ragged around the 
feeder 


platform. But by the 
time 
the 


cardinal has the platform to him- 
self the sunflower seed is all gone. 
So he has to drop down to 
the 


yard 
to feed, along 
with the 


sparrows And here the sparrows' 
strategy pays off. The seed is so 
widely scattered the cardinal can't 
possibly catch uo with 
all the 


intruders — so everybody cats and 
Reaves tho other fellow alone. 


Intrigued by this unique opera- 


tion I dragged a canvas chair into 
a corner of the yard and sat do-vn 
to make some observations 
with 


binoculars. It was the first time I 
had sat in this particular corner— 
a matter that was brought 
to 


my attention when a mockingbird 
dive-bombed 
mo. 
He had had 


me under observation all along — 
but only declared himself when I 
•look up a station too close to the 
Yiest 
hidden 
in 
a honeysuckle 


tangle.

watchers is the 
National Geo- 


graphic Society's "Stalking Birds 
With Color Camera," by Arthur A. 
Allen, professor of ornithology at 
Cornell University. A highly moral 
book, too.

It would require the Commodity 


Credit Corp. to offer its stocks for 
sale on the world market at com- 
petitive prices in an effort to re- 
gain a fair share of the export 
market 8 which the secretary of 
agriculture has indicated is in the 
vicinity of five million bales year- 
ly. 
...The proviso, in effect, tells the 
C'CC to offer its cotton at 
25'/i 


cents a pound or less. The price 
isn't in the bill but it directs that 
cotton shall be offered at prices 
brought by a million-bale sale ear- 
ly this year, and that cotton went 
for about 25'/g cents.

Mikol said the problem calls 


for more efforts to find 
and 


treat persons with TB, partic- 
ularly in areas, such as poor- 
er economic sections of cities, 
where they are more preva- 
lent.

This "sales tax rule" is expect- 


ed to ease the situation in Hot 
Springs, where the resort town's 
apartment 
house operators had 


protested multiple billing to their 
city council.

owners were told "each apartment 
has to be evaluated on the merits 
of the type of guests the operator 
caters to."

proval, the multiple billing regula- 
tion will continue. A change in 
the company's' general rules and 
regulations knocked out a provi- 
sion formerly included in one of 
its commercial rate schedules for 
a commercial (lower) gas rate for 
apartment 
houses 
using 
large 


quantities of gas through a single 
meter. 


Hardin also stated today that -a 


company letter suggesting users of 
gas for industrial purposes check 
their fuel oil standby facilities for 
the coming winter was sent to all 
industrial and commercial custom- 
ers under 3A and 3B rate sched- 
ules (for the largest users).
